making). 

2. The inventions listed as Groups I-II do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: growth hormone was known in the art at the time of 
the instant invention, therefore, it cannot serve as the special technical feature. The special 
technical feature of Group I is then the method of treating hypertension. Group II is directed to 
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use of growth hormone for making a medicament, which is a second use of the same compound 
of Group 1. PCT Rules do not permit muhiple inventions, and this is a second invention as it is a 
second use of the same compound. Therefore, the instant application lacks unity of invention and 
restriction is proper.
